Rubbing the scalp with rosewater and 


g!3"cerine will tend to renew the gloss of 
the hair and also help to lacvcaw its 
growth. 
Before using: this wash the 


hair with a good borax soap or a solu- 
tion of powdered borax, using a weak 
mixture. -Use this with warm, not hot, 
water. 
Rinse "Jie .hair well and when 


thoroughly dry rub the . glycerine and 
rosewater mixture well into the scalp, us- 
ing it sparingly. 


Do not use too much of this uiir^ure or 


it will be difficult to curl tho hair. 
If 


too much has been applied rub the hair 
lightly with a little of the borax solu- 
tion. This se.ems to help renew the color 
of hair that's just turning gray. 


CLEANLINESS AND AIR. 


If you want to keep your hair in curl 


for some time without recurling it try 
moistening it with the white of egg when 
putting It up. The dampness doesn't af- 
fect the curl then as is usually the case 
when only plain water is used. 


Shampoo the hair frequently during the 


warm weather, as it is apt to collect much 
dust and thus is harder to dress attract- 
ively. For those who have oily "hair. 
shampoo at least every two weeks. "When

And when the scalp is kept .clean it al- 
lows the hair roots to "breathe" more" 
freely, which is necessary during the hot, 
sultry sumrrer clays.

A good sun bath will do wonders 
for any one's hair, and this simple remedy 
is worth more than some hair tonics that 
afford temporary assistance.

The grave impressions left br the Kev. Newell 


confirmatory testimony of others who as prisoners, 
refugees or soldiers fighting at the front had quali- 
fied as to their reliability, have undoubtedly caused 
a line of thought on the part of humane Americans 
to the effect that this war will not be over right 
unless in the end i twill be possible to hold some- 
body or some number of persons- responsible for 
the atrocities and inhumanities that have charac- 
terized it. 


The sinking of the Lusitania. the murder of Nurse 


Cavell, the torpedoing of hospital ships and bomb- 
ing of hospitals properly designated under inter- 
national provision, the deportation of Belgians and 
a long list of other outrages against men and woman 
of that country, the general and declared savageries 
for the purpose of inspiring terror to all who stand 
against the Hun thing—in short, the deliberate dis- 
reeard of all rules of civilized warfare and the re- 
port to methods that the veriest savages nngnt noti 
be guilty of—calls for a reckoning to a civilized 
world. 


There is in a way a parallel In our late Civil War. 


It will bs recalled that federal captives were starred, 
maltreated and murdered at Andersonville prison. 
Their treatment went so far beyond the usages of 
warfare and common humanity that after peace had 
been declared attention was directed to It It was 
disclosed that the person most directly responsible 
was one Wirz—a Hun born and bred, by the way— 
and he was tried and hanged. 


The 'world has come a considerable way as to the 


humanities in fifty years, and it should be less dis- 
posed to overlook wanton cruelties now than it was 
then. There would appear to be a master mind, or 
a group, high up that might be held responsible for 
the deeds that have set the world aghast in this 
latest war, and if there is, civilization will not be 
avenged unless they are singled out and punished 
for their monster crimes.

Sugar consumption restrictions are to 


be " made more stringent by the United 
Stares Food Administration in California, 
and after July S, no refiner or wholesaler 
will be permitted to sell sugar to the trade 
unless the purchaser presents a certificate 
issued and signed by the Food Adminis- 
tration. Until July S the refiners have been 
prohibited from selling- dealers any sugar 
except in "cases of distress." 
The California administration is acting 


under instructions received from the Na- 
tional Administration, »hese instructions 
explaining the necessity in part by saying 
that shortage of ships and losses of sugar 
by submarines have necessitated the most 
strict economy for the present. 


The signed certificate 
regulation ap- 


plies to purchases by retail 
grocers, 


bakers, restaurants, 
hotels and other 


rnrrirneroinl users. 
The 
public 
eating 


places will be put on a flat basis of three 
pounds per person per month of ninety 
meals. Those who fail to make this al- 
lowance last the full month will not be 
able to purchase more and must do -with- 
out until the following month.

domestic consumers for use in the homes. 


Housewives will be put on a basis of 


three pounds per person^ per month and 
the grocers will be held responsible for 
the sale of any excess over this amount.
